Qwensboro Tuesday steps Vfere 
taken to ...pifltect the tobacco 
growers from.tHe low prices bow[ 
l)ciug paid' for the weed in that 
district. Another. meeting, wi^ be | 
held on Feb. 21. In the-n^oan- 
time the growers were urged to 
hold their tobacco in the bstrns 
awaiting developments. 

The farmers in the Green river 
district are fortunate in the tact 
that more than two-thirds of ithe 
crop was sold when the Wgh 
prices were prevailinjg. It is aaid 
that in Black Patch of Western 
Kentucky and Tennessee not 
more than 10 per cent of the crop 
had been sold when the drop,- in 
the market occurred- 

A half million pounds of pryor 
tobacco has been sold over the 
Owensboro market this weelc at 
an average price of only $11.50 
])cr hundred pounds, one of the 
lowest marks in three years- 
The season average in Owens- 
boro on nearly 25,000.000 pounds 
in close to S18 per 100- Burley 
from a field that 3-ielded $96 a 
hundred six weeks ago sold tor 
only $9 a hundred. It was point- 
ed out that it would be cheaper 
for a grower to buy tobacco over 
the loose-leaf floor and resell; it 
next year than attempt to raise 
another crop at the prevailing 
prices. Buyers blame the foreign 
exchange situation for low prices- 
It is known that some of tJie 
foreign ■ contracts have • b&n 
canceled.
